The Making Official Records. 


The importance entering cows official test for the 
Advanced Register perhaps not fully appreciated the 
average dairyman. early issue the Journal 
hoped have recorded the opinions large number 
our breeders this important question, but especially 
urged this time that our breeders consider this matter 
seriously. 

The values all dairy animals today are being based very 
largely Advanced Register records. 

Having qualified and been admitted the Advanced 
Register places the animal higher plane. 

The prices young bulls are based the Advanced 
Register records behind them, plus individuality. Many 
breeders believe that the added price and ease selling the 
young bulls more than covers the cost testing. This 
wholly outside the added value the cow herself, which 
alone may mean several hundred dollars. 

Every breeder Guernseys should realize deeply the 
sense the question, ‘‘Can afford not test cows?” 

Write the office, stating the number cows you own and 
full particulars about testing will cheerfully sent you. 


Word About Birth Reports. 


There seems opinion prevailing among many 
breeders who make use the birth reports that the filing 
with the Club sketch birth report sufficient for 
the entry the animal. Such not the case. 

Birth reports are simply convenience established without 
expense the breeder whereby they may record the office 
the birth their calves and this manner save the increased 
fee which charged for registration animals after they 
become six months age. 

Birth reports cannot filed and accepted entry appli- 
cations. addition the birth report regular entry 
application blank must filed time registration, and 
same sketch the animal must given over the signa- 
ture the applicant. 

The sketch given the birth report required simply for 
the purpose comparison with the one given the time 
entry. Its advantage alike the breeder and the Herd 
Register. enables the checking calves and the pre- 
vention substitution and becomes valuable aid the 
keeping track the identity young animals. 


Prevent Disease Spread. 
the traffic live stock increases and each succeeding 
year the number cattle exhibited cattle shows becomes 
larger and drawn from ever broadening territory, the 
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necessity for unusual precaution prevent the spread 
disease becomes more and more apparent. 

Recent experiences with the National Dairy Show herd 
1914 have emphasized the fact that for safety showing 
cattle very important that all animals entered for any 
exhibition free from tuberculosis. Organizations banded 
together for the common good stockmen are beginning 
demand reasonable assurance that exhibiting their cattle 
they shall not mingle with unhealthy herds individuals. 
example this action the recent steps taken the 
Western Guernsey Breeders’ Association, report which 
appears this issue, are referred to. 

Almost coincident with the receipt this report the follow- 
ing notice was received 
from Skinner, 
general manager the 
National Dairy Show: 

Board Di- 
rectors the National 
Dairy Show Associa- 
tion has decided that 
beginning with the 
1916 Show all cattle 
entries six months 
old, whether for exhi- 
bition educational 
purposes, shall pro- 
vided with individual 
certificates (showing 
temperatures) issued 
responsible and regis- 
tered veterinarian, def- 
initely describing each 
animal and showing 
that they have been 
tuberculin tested with- 
six months prior 
the opening the 
Show, and also that 
all other precautions 
that may necessary 
concerning the general sanitary condition the herds 
exhibition and the quarters occupied them shall care 
fully supervised the Official Veterinarian the Show.” 

interest note that the initial step the carrying 
out the idea better health and more healthful conditions 
connection with the public showing cattle should 
taken the leading Dairy Show the country, and may 
hoped that minor shows will follow suit and thus assure 
greater dairy exhibition the summer and fall fairs.

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The Grade Guernsey Herd the Minnesota 


Northeast Experiment Station 


Wonderful Testimony the Hardiness the Guernsey 


Its Influence Establishing Guernseys That Section 


McGUIRE 


WELVE years ago, April, 1904, took charge the 
Minnesota Northeast Experiment Station Grand 
Rapids, Minn. This Experiment Station had for its 

purpose the working out system farming that would 
most practical and profitable for the farmers the tim- 
bered section Northern Minnesota. had been specializ- 
ing dairying for number years and took the position 
Grand Rapids the belief that the timbered section 
Northern Minnesota and Northern Wisconsin would time 
become one the great dairy sections the United States. 
belief, however, was based entirely upon reasoning, 
because there was not that time herd dairy bred cattle 
within one hundred miles Grand Rapids. 

When arrived 
the Experiment 
Station found 
small herd com- 
mon cows headed 
Red Polled 
sire. discussing 
the possibilities 
dairying learned 
that the general 
belief was that the 
country too 
cold winter and 
the flies too bad 
summer for dairy 
cattle. The first 
year convinced 
that there was nothing seriously wrong with the country 
for dairying. The first week was the place took two 
jars butter town and continued make and sell butter 
throughout the year and the end the year showed profit 
from the herd common cows. had always reasoned that 
where common cow could kept for dairying and show 
profit dairy bred cow could kept and show greater 
profit. Upon this supposition started look about for 
dairy bred sire. decided take the same means getting 
dairy herd onto the Experiment Station farm, had 
been advising the average farmer do; namely, use 
pure bred dairy sire and breed from common cows. 
felt that demonstration this kind would more value 
among farmers who had but common cows than introduce 
pure bred dairy herd. 


selecting sire there were two things taken into 
consideration. First, dairy breed that would well adap-

ted the natural conditions the country; and second, 
breed that would acceptable the average farmer. 
was shortly before this that the Guernseys came into wide 


prominence through winning first place the economical 
production butter the Buffalo Exposition. After con- 
sidering the merits the Guernsey with different farmers 
who were interested the possibilities dairying the 
country, decided select the Guernsey breed. Mary 
Marshall 5604, the cow that headed the Guernsey herd, that 
won first place Buffalo competition with nine other 
breeds, had been purchased Minnesota breeder Guern- 
seys. purchased our first Guernsey bull from this breeder, 
but price considerably more modest than that associated 
with the famous Mary Marshall 5604. The bull bought 
was from old cow, unknown fame, that hobbled into 
the Advanced Register the year before she died. Her son 
for which paid $125, would have been 
cheap $1,000, though never sired 
pure bred calf during his ten years 
service, having been used common 
and grade cows only. 

His first daugh- 
ter born the 
named Grace 4th. 
She rom 
Grace, common 
cow, that has 
ten years’ record 
223 lbs. but- 
ter fat per year, pretty good common cow. Grace 4th 
finished her sixth year’s record Jan. 1916, with 313 
pounds butter fat and average 286 pounds year 
since she dropped her first calf two years age. Her 
production has been pounds butter fat greater per year 
than that her mother. Grace 5th, full sister Grace 
4th, finished her fifth year’s record Jan. 1916, with 359 
pounds butter fat and average 268 pounds 
fat year since her first calf. Grace and Grace were 
daughters Grace from Red Polled sire. Grace made 
six year records with average production 191 pounds 
butter fat year. Grace made three year records 
with average production 257 pounds butter fat 
year. Comparing the two daughters from Red Polled sires 
with the two daughters from Guernsey sire and find 
difference pounds butter fat year favor dairy 
blood. 

Roxy, common cow, made nine year record 248 
pounds butter fat year, excellent record for common 
cow. Her first daughter born the Experiment Station

Farm, Roxy 2d, was from Shorthorn sire, and made two 
year record 176 pounds butter fat year. Roxy’s 
second daughter, Roxy 3d, was from Red Polled sire, and 
made five year record 204 pounds butter fat year. 
Roxy’s third daughter was from the Guernsey sire and fin- 
ished her fifth year’s record Jan. 1916, with 319 pounds 
butter fat. Her average for the five years which she 
dropped but three calves was 244 pounds butter fat year. 
Her two half sisters had freshened yearly. Roxy 3d, the half 
blood Red Polled, had two daughters, Roxy 3d-2d and Roxy 
3d-3d, from the Guernsey sire. The first has three year 
record 262 pounds butter fat year. The second has 
two year record with average production 300 pounds 
butter fat year. Comparing Roxy and her two daughters 
without dairy blood with her daughter and two granddaugh- 
ters with dairy blood, and find difference pounds 
butter fat year favor dairy breeding and the dairy 
breeding only the extent half blood. 

Sella, grade Red Polled, made five year record 153 
pounds butter fat year. Her first daughter born the 
Experiment Farm, Sella 2d, was from scrub sire (to all 
appearance). Sella made five year record 211 
pounds butter fat year. Sella’s second daughter was 
from Red Polled made seven year record 219 
pounds butter fat year. Sella had third daughter from 
the Guernsey sire, Sella 4th. She finished her third year’s 
record Jan. 1916, with 344 pounds butter fat and with 
average for the three years 307 pounds butter fat 
year. Comparing Sella and her two daughters without dairy 
blood with the daughter with dairy blood, half blood Guern- 
sey, and find difference 111 pounds butter fat 
year favor dairy blood. 

Bell, half blood Red Polled, was raised the Experiment 
Station Farm and has ten year record 230 pounds 
butter fat year. Her first daughter, Bell 2d, was from 
Red Polled sire and made four year record 171 pounds 
year. daughter, Bell 3d, was from the 
Guernsey sire and finished her third year’s record Jan. 
1916, with 370 pounds butter fat, and three year average 
323 pounds butter fat year. She had but two calves 
during the three years, freshened but twice. Bell 4th, 
third daughter Bell and from the Guernsey sire, has two 
year record 231 pounds butter fat year. Comparing 
Bell and her daughter without dairy blood with her two 
daughters with dairy blood and find difference 
pounds butter fat year favor dairy breeding. 

Stuffy, half blood Red Polled was raised the Experiment 
Station Farm and made nine year record 194 pounds 


butter fat year. Her first daughter, Stuffy 2d, was inbred 
from her own sire. She was kept only through one year’s 
record and made pounds butter fat. Stuffy 3d, second 
daughter, was from the Guernsey sire and has two year 
record 246 pounds butter fat year. Stuffy 4th, 
fourth daughter, made 309 pounds butter fat two 
year-old during 1915. Comparing Stuffy with her two half 
blood Guernsey daughters, leaving the inbred Red Polled 
daughter out consideration, find difference 
pounds butter fat year favor dairy blood. 

The cows without dairy blood considered the above 
records averaged 206 pounds butter fat year. The cows 
with dairy blood, the half blood Guernseys, daughters and 
half sisters the cows without dairy blood, averaged 277 
butter fat year favor dairy breeding. 

The above five families cows offer fair comparison 
believe, when working under normal conditions, the dif- 
ference between common cows and their daughters from 
registered dairy bred sire quality. During the ten years 
were the Experiment Station Grand Rapids used 
three Guernsey sires. The records the half blood Guern- 
seys given were all from the first Guernsey sire purchased. 
The daughters the second and third Guernsey sires pur- 
chased show equally good results. The highest production 
ever made the Experiment Station Farm was made last 
year three-quarter blood Guernsey with her first calf, 
Garden 2d. She granddaughter the Guernsey sire 
first purchased. record was 8072 pounds milk and 
427 pounds butter fat twelve months. 

During the ten years were Grand Rapids kept 
records with different cows and heifers, with every cow 
and heifer good and bad that milked over eight months 
any one year. Thirty-six these were common cows cows 
and heifers without dairy blood and were cows and heifers 
with dairy blood, mostly half bloods, and pure breds. 
The common cows and heifers averaged 197 pounds 
fat year. The grade dairy cows and heifers, mostly half 
blood Guernseys, averaged 245 pounds butter fat year, 
dairy blood, use registered dairy sire for improv- 
ing the dairy production the offspring common cows. 

should understood that the aim the dairy work 
during this time was not build the highest production 
possible, but rather demonstrate the production the 
average common cow and the production the average grade 
dairy cow, the first and second cross. had some com-

the use Guernsey sires the average production the herd was raised from 
265 310 Ibs. fat: 
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mon cows that made better records than some the grade 
dairy cows, but did not have single case where common 
cow proved better cow than her daughter sired regis- 
tered dairy sire, and both working under normal conditions. 
did not separate the common cows from the grade dairy 
cows, but kept them the same barn and fed and cared for 
them alike. The feed was only what the average farmer may 
provide and the work was done farm boys hired $25 
month. The results which were highly profitable 
who used the Guernsey sires the 
Experiment Farm, built herds that were more productive 
than the Experiment Farm herd that they culled out their 
common cows fast they had grade Guernsey heifers 
take their place, while the Experiment Farm common 
cows were kept carry the demonstration. 

Summing the matter from the standpoint profit, 
find that with the five families cows where comparison was 
made between mothers and daughters, the ten half-blood 
Guernseys produced $213 more value butter fat year 
than their mothers and half sisters without dairy blood. 
Ten cows represent the number cows kept the average 
dairy farm. this Guernsey sire for which paid $125 
had sired only these ten cows, their extra production six 
years would have enabled pay $1278 for him and come 
out Taking the average all the grade dairy cows 
for the ten years, 245 pounds butter fat year, and 
giving only this production basis value over the com- 
mon cow, farmer with herd ten cows would not lose 
money paid $864 for such sire. There investment

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the dairy farmer can make that will bring great profit 
the investment good dairy sire the price for which 
they can secured. 


In_closing, may appropriate mention how the 
Guernseys stood the frontier conditions Northeastern 


Minnesota. During the ten years which increased the 
dairy herd from six cows sixty, and the total number 
cattle the place from fifteen head one hundred head, 
had but one grade Guernsey cow die and out all the calves 
born lost but nine head from all causes. found the 
grade Guernsey just willing and able get out among the 
stumps and gather her feed the grade Red Polled, and 
realize that making this statement are comparing the 
Guernsey hardiness with one the breeds 
cattle there is. For ten years weighed every milking, 
night and morning, from every cow the herd and the records 
show that whenever unfavorable weather any other un- 
favorable condition caused Guernsey down her 
milk flow, the common cows and grade Red Polls were down 
also and just great extent. Not only this, but also 
found the disposition the Guernsey cow such that she 
seemed well satisfied with the conditions surrounding her 
the common cow grade Red Polled. 

are happy able say that the Guernsey breed 
cattle are well established the timbered section North- 
ern Minnesota, and that excellent records have been and are 
being made with pure bred herds both production and 
distribution breeding stock.

Short Interesting Accounts the Value the Guernsey Sire 


Five years ago came the farm where now located 
and three years ago last September bought first Guern- 
sey bull, may easily seen that building herd 
grade Guernseys from scrubs grade Holsteins great 
stride could possible that time. had cows good 
perhaps little better than the average, decided build 
from the stock had and not buy anything the line 
grades. bought must pure bred, registered stock. 

present milking nine grade Guernsey heifers, 
most them fairly well marked. all now have grade 
Guernsey heifers ranging from calves three year olds, all 
well marked with the exception three four.

INCE the year 1890, the Pennsylvania State College 
has maintained herd Guernseys. This herd 

was established for the important study the effects 
pure bred sires grade cows such are found the 
average dairy farm Pennsylvania. From the beginning 
the experiment daily milk, butter fat, and feed records have 
been kept for each cow and from these records the tables 
given below have been compiled. 

Probably the most factor upon which the success 
dairying depends the ability the dairy cow yield 
milk and butter fat ability inherited 
and transmitted both sire and dam the offspring.

entered into the experiment since its beginning and some 
methods have been followed, for experimental purposes only, 
which would not have been tolerated private breeder, 
thus materially lowering the yearly production the herd.

Department, collecting data feeds and systems feed- 
ing, feed rations which were known deficient some 
the essential nutrients for milk production. Also, 
selection has been practiced, every heifer calf being raised 
and kept the herd regardless its conformation and pro- 
ducing ability. close study the records which extend 
over period twenty-five years, indicates that the experi- 
ment has been successful even though the increase yearly 
production has not been high might have been had 
these important factors not entered into the original experi- 
ment.

several cases his daughters have been far the best 
producers the College herd. 

not the amount butter fat produced short period 
even one year that makes cow valuable, but rather 
the steady production throughout number years.

Service for service, calf 
for calf, equaled and surpassed them, and few months 
was the leading sire the community, proudly blazing the 
way for the pure breds which are follow. their county, 
under their conditions, their feed, fought for supremacy 
and gained it.

survey the conditions under which the sire was placed 
shows some interesting facts, regarding the community known 
Three Lakes. small town possibly five hundred 
people located the timber and lake country Northern 
Wisconsin, Oneida County, surrounded lakes and forest. 
branch the Ry., passes through the town, 
affording rather poor communication with the outside world. 
The roads leading the town are usually barely passable, 
and are seldom used the inhabitants. There only one 
town within fifteen miles any importance, and that like 
Three Lakes summer resort town. Summer visitors 
the lakes furnish the principal source income the inhab- 
itants and their chief aim please them. The town is, then, 
agriculturally isolated. farmers are nearly all foreign 
born, Poles being far the most numerous. ‘They not 
travel nor come contact any way with the outside world 
and until the advent the County Agent had never heard 
any other agricultural practices than those their fore- 
fathers Poland. 

The country quite level, being very slightly rolling for 
several miles southeast the village, where the farms are 
located. The soil runs from sandy loam medium clay 
loam, containing good many cobble stones. The prin- 
cipal crops are potatoes, oats and hay, and recently corn has 
risen high place value.

all things have have beginning, with the future 
dairy industry Three Lakes. Scotchman named, 
Campbell, who was formerly storekeeper and for several 
years farmer, man considerable learning and great deal 
ambition and energy, conceived the idea buying pure 
bred sire. Then came the county representative and preached 
pure bred stock and advised Guernseys, payment 
debt Mr. took pure bred Guernsey sire pref- 
erence horse. The sire was not, therefore, selected 
stock judge one familiar with the breed. was 
young and untried, but was vigorous, with serious 
faults and good individual. the spring 1912 was 
shipped Three Lakes, and there began most remarkable 
service record. 

The bulls already use the community when Flambeau 
Martin 15732 the pure bred Guernsey bull, made his appear- 
ance were three number, two being called grade Holsteins, 
but more likely being scrubs, they had definite breeding, 
but Holstein color and characteristics, and the other one was 
white animal probably descended from Shorthorn blood, but 
undoubtedly scrub also. The last was the best the 
three, being least large and rugged, but such the wildness 
the country that very few people knew that such animal 
existed, and hardly any one used him. Most the cows 
the community that had not been served Mr. Campbell’s 
grade Jersey bull, which owned before purchasing his 
Guernsey, were served one the so-called Holsteins, 
very poor individual, having character type all.

This, then, was the community into which the pure bred 
Guernsey sire, Flambeau Martin, 15732 was introduced. 
remarkable service record has been mentioned, and further 
examination the conditions under which the animal worked 
makes the record seem even more remarkable. 

Briefly, the record this;—In one year the animal was 
used for service one hundred times, and year and three 
months one hundred and forty eight times, average one 
service every three days, and most the services came the 
hottest part the summer, although there was never more 
than week between services. Sometimes they came every 
day and sometimes twice day. Out these one hundred 
forty eight services,ten cows had re-served once and one 
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twice, but these were all young stock which had never been 
calf,although the one which was re-served twice had been bred 
other bulls several times without success; her owner 
thought that she was sterile, but this pure bred served her 
successfully his trial. Under any conditions the 
above would remarkable record, and under the conditions 
outlined was almost phenomenal. The average pure bred 
herd used possibly fifty seventy five times 
year, under ideal conditions and with ideal feed and care, 
but the management this animal was not ideal. 


Mr. Campbell and his two young sons were working, 
attempting work, large farm 200 acres, addition 
which they were milking about twelve cows, hiring out 
their team, and otherwise too busy spend much time the 
bull. was given box stall connection with good 
sized grassy paddock, and could out will. His 
feed was neither ample nor desirable summer 
ate grass, and winter hay and silage. the whole 
period year and three months was given possibly 
bushel grain. was watered from 
standing this method management, survived, and never 
hesitated service. was never allowed serve cow 
twice. 


There must have been something the animal’s breeding 
which prepared him for such was not 
impressive, was rather slight body and small, 
and look him one would never suspect such power. 
son King Pin Woodend 9517 and Jessy Martin

Most 
them were well taken care of, usually the women, and 
responded well good treatment. Prices far advance 
those usually paid for calves were received for them. Even 
those sold for veal brought better prices than scrubs, due 
the early maturing quality the pure bred, and their smooth- 
ness and general thrifty condition. Out the fifty calves 
dropped before August 14th, were bulls and were heifers. 
All the heifers were kept and will raised, and all but three 
the males had been slaughtered, and the three remaining 
were too small kill. None the calves had been fed grain, 
but nevertheless good prices were received for them. For 
instance: Cigilski received $24.75 for three male calves 
four weeks. Campbell received $10.00 apiece for 
veal calves five weeks. Callum dressed calf for veal; 
dressed 250 lbs. eight weeks. 

The female calves brought exceptionally good prices for 
that community. three days, prices $5.00, $10.00 and 
$8.00 were secured. George Hall was offered $25.00 for his 


two months old heifer calf, which refused sell. That 
price would have bought nearly any cow the community. 
Mrs. Callum was also offered $25.00 for heifer calf about 
months. Such prices were unheard before, heifer and 
bull calves having always sold their value slaughtered, 
$2.00 $3.00 being considered enough for young calf. 
That these unenlightened people should recognize the merit 
the calves such extent certainly should gratifying 
friends the breed.

After the investigation Flambeau Martin 15732 and his 
record service had brought light the exceptional record 
the sire, and had proven that the services the pure bred 
had been great value the community, the idea the 
stock show was conceived. The purpose organizing the 
show was bring more forcibly the minds the people 
what pure bred can and the advantage pure bred 
stock over scrub stock, using the record Flambeau Martin

order get the calves and cows out had offer some 
prizes for the best. They were not cash prizes, 
cash was available. 

Mr. Campbell offered two services his bull the 
farmer showing the greatest number calves sired the 
bull, and one service the one showing the next greatest 
number. 

Mr. Luther, the County Agent, offered one bushel 
specially selected seed potatoes the farmer showing the 
best calf, and ten ears Wisconsin No. selected seed corn 
for the second best calf from this bull. 

Mr. Luther also offered the same prizes for the first and 
second the class cows bred this bull. 

addition these prizes, promised have some 
speakers note help our demonstration. 

The farmers did not fall with the scheme once, and 


when approached the writer, who was stranger them, 
refused even understand English.

grove. The people were mostly the farmers and townspeople, 
but the Adventist community attended masse hay 
racks. Several educators from colleges Wisconsin and 
Illinois who were summering the lakes came out, and 
several automobile parties came over from Rhinelander, the 
county seat, making very representative crowd people. 

The morning was spent visiting and admiring the calves.

Prof. Humphrey’s topic was ‘“The Dairy Cow Ma- 
chine.” took the function dairy cow and how 
she performs that function; asked and answered the ques- 
tion ‘‘What good dairy cow?” explained detail 
what constitutes good dairy cow and why; how know 
one looking it, and the points considered judging 
competition. used animals which picked from those 
exhibition illustrate his points, instead giving mere 
ideas. had old cow dairy form brought 
out illustrate the Cow Machine,” and the 
part relating judging and competition took two calves, 
the two Callum calves previously mentioned, and compared 
them point point, showing wherein each was strong and 
each was weak, illustrating each point the point the 
other calf. 

Prof. Humphrey then proceeded with the judging the 
two classes, the cows served Mr. Campbell’s bull and the 
calves the bull. worked talked, giving the reason 
for each move, and answering questions regarding placing 
and judging. There were three excellent cows entered and 
two not good. Prof. Humphrey finally placed old 
brown and white cow particular breed characteristics, 
first. She was excellent conformation for scrub animal, 
having good head and eyes, broad deep middle, good fore 
and rear udder and teats, and broad high escutcheon, good 
dairy temperament. She was owned Mrs. Frederick, 
and had been the first animal the ground the morning.

Theo. Cegilski received second prize with light red, 
smooth cow very excellent udder development, almost 
Ayrshire udder symmetry with Holstein development.

These people, 
beginners agriculture, have very little unlearn, which 
distinct advantage over the older agricultural sections, 
whose people must retrace steps that have been taken the 
wrong direction for generations their ancestors and prede- 
cessors.

Let recount, for the young 
man with labor for his sole resource, the experience 
Baudin Lakeville, Minnesota. willing that the story 
told. 

Nineteen years ago, John Baudin was common laborer, 
with the faults that unremunerative labor often brings 
its train. had achieved certain expertness clearing 
land, and was employed for that purpose the more pros- 
perous land-owners the western part Dakota County, 
Minnesota. Day and day out, when was working, 
fair weather and foul, plied his heart-breaking task 
the land; and was satisfied with dollar day 
summer time and half that amount when the labor 
market was lowered the winter months. 

But, like many unskilled men whom the spark 
ambition has not yet caught, Baudin did not save the little 
money that earned. There was satisfaction im- 
proving land for other men fifty cents dollar day, 
and sought night artificial means the pleasure that 
his occupation denied. the years had gone

During that first winter, his few leisure hours, Baudin 
prepared build himself home.

The land that was given Baudin was covered with brush 
and must cleared while was paying for with labor 
away. was worth about $10.00 acre that time, but 
obtained ownership after clearing forty acres his neigh- 
bor’s land which reduced the actual cost per acre half. 
For several years continued work for the neighbors, 
and spent his nights and Sundays his own land, finally 
getting about six acres cleared. Having ready money, 
for cow, and cut hay for her with scythe. 
did not own even horse help with the work, but man-

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aged subsist outside employment and the little that 
his land produced. 

Baudin had decided—since began think—that his 
salvation the capacious udder the dairy 
worked for cow before even had horse, and persisted 
until had nine the herd. Then learned lesson. 
There was salvation the cows had worked hard 
possess. They were scrubs, not dairy cows; their udders 
were far from capacious; and turned them off the 
$15.00 head. ‘‘It would have paid me, any other 
farmer,” says, knock them the head, just get 
rid them.” 

About this time, six seven years after starting work 
for himself, John Baudin obtained another forty acres ad- 
joining his farm $20.00 acre. was nearly all under 
plow, and planted all corn the first year. Then 
started out build his dairy herd anew. bought 
few grade Guernseys, drove thirty miles get bull calf, 
and again for two heifers, and finally invested pure bred 
Guernsey cow. 

For five years cultivated his new land, growing and 
feeding practically nothing but corn and hay; and the cows, 
few hogs and some chickens brought the only money 
that the farm produced. this time, however, Mr. and 
Mrs. Baudin had two thriving children, boy and girl and 
the boy was getting old enough help the farm; John 
Baudin continued work out haying and harvest time, 
and made little extra that way. 

Seven years ago was position add further his 
holdings. bought another acres $50.00 acre, and 
moved from the old self-made shack better house which 
the new farm provided. Then built comfortable barn 
for his dairy cows, and was able grow clover and alfalfa 
his new land addition corn. The next year, with his 
own hands, built solid concrete, 100-ton silo, the only 
silo the community. Then, for the first time his life, 
found himself too busy with his own affairs work for the 
neighbors. John Baudin, last, had come into his own. 

Last year sold his entire herd grade Guernseys— 
sixteen cows and about eight calves—at even figure 
$100.00 head, $2400.00 all. neighbor wanted the 
herd and was willing pay the price. was not bad 
purchase, either, the year before the herd sixteen cows 
had returned $1184.00 its owner. And this reminds 
something else. 

the early days, some the neighbors—those them 
who did not understand—had laughed John Baudin’s 
determination ‘‘quit working for the saloons and start 
work for himself.” They laughed when consented 
work for acres uncleared land, and when started 
farm it. They laughed when ‘‘grubbed” land for his first 
cow two, and when sold his herd nine $15.00 head. 
They laughed when assumed additional acres; when

planted all corn; when paid the price for good 
grade Guernsey cows; when bought acres more; when 
started grow alfalfa; and when built silo. They 
laughed all along the line his efforts become inde- 
pendent man. But they stopped laughing when one their 
number—perhaps one who understood—bought the entire 
herd had developed from nothing $100.00 head. 
wasn’t ‘‘Baudin” any more; was and ‘‘John Bau- 
din.” 

The building his third herd Guernseys was slow. 
The only reason for selling this year was his desire for even 
better cows. Today has about twenty grade Guernseys, 
which eleven are milking. paid $200.00 for pure bred 
bull calf eight months old; $280.00 for pure bred cow, two 
years old; $150.00 for pure bred yearling; and $100.00 
$200.00 for grades. wants the best that can afford, 
and getting them. Furthermore, his reputation locally 
dairyman made. received offers $200.00 for the 
first pure bred calf and $50.00 for the first grade calf from his 
new herd, before they were born. 

his dairy methods show, John Baudin, erstwhile laborer, 
progressive type farmer. started growing alfalfa 
ten years ago, when alfalfa was almost unheard Minne- 
sota, and learned mistakes how grow it. His first 
attempt seven acres was seeded too early the spring, the 
weeds took possession and the alfalfa was complete failure. 
tried different ways, and finally decided that the one 
way grow alfalfa Minnesota cultivate the land 
thoroughly during the spring and early summer, kill the 
weeds and sow the alfalfa without nurse crop the latter 
part June early part July. Last year plowed 
under seven acres alfalfa that June grass had invaded. 
might have saved the field cultivation, but wanted 
plow under for corn crop this year. present has 
new seeding two acres that growing luxuriantly. 

Another interesting feature his farming methods the 
ensilage that uses. not only built the first silo 
the community, but fills with quality feed that few 
farmers anywhere Minnesota have imitated. started 
growing soy beans his cornfield, for mixed ensilage, and 
found splendid feed; but was hard cut because would 
not climb. Now growing cow peas and corn. 

The cow peas soy beans with the corn make balance 
ration themselves. The peas beans supply the protein 
elements and the corn provides the carbohydrates. These 
are what want all feeds. make the proportions 
right, plants about one bushel corn and one-half bushel 
cow peas the acre, which gives him two-thirds corn 
and one-third peas the silo. had six acres his 
splendid combination crop this year, and had, besides, 
acres corn, acres wheat, acres oats, two acres 
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alfalfa, two acres fodder corn for early feeding, and 
acres clover and timothy young orchard 1,000 trees. 

John Baudin comfortably fixed today. has acetylene 
lighting his house, barn and yard, which cost $225.00 
install but only $2.00 month maintain. has lightning 
rods his buildings that can sleep without worry 
during storms. has fine herd cattle and 160 acres 
land which values, all told, $18,000.00. With in- 
cumbrance $5,000.00, leaves htm equity $13,000.00 
his financial worth today. 

All this John Baudin has accomplished the face 
enormous obstacles, after nineteen years productive work. 
respected today, his children are happy and ‘‘Mother” 
Baudin supremely content. What difference from the 
careless, unproductive, roistering days nineteen years ago!

The dairymen Streator have now 
formed corporation for the purpose 
cutting down retail expenses and pas- 
teurizing the milk. have joined the 
butter fat basis. milk 
pasteurized, bottled and delivered 
the corporation.

want your Guernsey milk, the 
other cows cannot give good milk.”

Mr. Charles Jones Wellesley 
Farms, Massachusetts, acted chairman 
the meeting and told some the 
records which have recently been com- 
pleted including that the cow, Mignon- 
ette Rich Neck 36828 3054, who 
produced 14304.90 pounds milk and 
800.77 pounds butter fat and Mr. 
Barron’s great two year old, Nugget’s 
Primrose 48835 4001, who pro- 
duced 15436.10 pounds milk and 
705.56 pounds butter fat. surprise 
some those present was the an- 
nouncement that Langwater Hope 27946 
retest for Mr. Ames making very 
good record having produced date 
many pounds butter fat May Rilma 
had produced the same number 
days her record and only pounds 
less than Murne Cowan 19597, 

Mr. Robert Scoville, director the 
National Dairy Show, spoke the 
value which this show had had the 
past promoting interest the Guern- 
sey breed. announced the fact that 
the Dairy Show would this year held 
Springfield, Massachusetts, from Octo- 
ber October 21, and urged all who 
could possibly show cattle 
this great show. 

Mr. Bowditch Framingham, 
Massachusetts, spoke good word for 
the Framingham Show held Sep- 
tember 20, and 22. 

Prof. Castle Harvard was then 
called upon make few remarks re- 
garding inbreeding and gave 
interesting discourse. told the 
history inbreeding saying that from 
inbreeding obtain certain charac- 
teristics such uniformity while 
outcross results increased vigor and 
size. Some experiments which have 
been conducted the past inbreeding 
have had regard for selection 
size and vigor and have, most in- 
stances, resulted reduced size, vigor 
However, Prof. Castle 
cited some work which being done 
the Worcester Institute which in- 
breeding has been practiced with Albino 
rats for some seventy generations, and 
which selection has been made for 
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size and vigor. The result has been that 
the largest race Albino rats ex- 
istence has been developed showing that 
inbreeding from large vigorous founda- 
tion animals accompanied 
selection and matings the offspring 
will not result reduced vigor not 
carried excess. Prof. Castle threw 
out the suggestion that the standards 
for size, vigor and fecundity ought 
set the Club guides breeding 
operations that breeder may know 
when has has not produced 
acceptable type. 

Mr. Jeffers who has charge the 
Walker-Gordon Farms New Jersey, 
was slated for address 
told the methods that 
had given the best results that state 
emphasizing the importance land 
preparation, liming and inoculation 
seed. The difficulties curing certain 
seasons were discussed different 
persons. Mr. Jeffers then talked upon 
the commercial side agriculture. 
believes new type agriculture 
coming. While the Agricultural Colleges 
have taken one side, the productive, 
the commercial side business needs 
developing. believed that following 
the National Dairy Show the East 
there would growth along agricul- 
tural lines New England. The possi- 
bilities the East through cheap lands 
and nearby markets would attract the 
Western people. 

Dr. Mixter referred the invitation

Eastern Guernsey Breeders’ Association

The Eastern Guernsey Breeders’ As- 
sociation held ‘its thirteenth annual 
meeting the Hotel Vendig, 13th 
Filbert Streets, Philadelphia, Pa., 
Friday, February 11, 1916. 

The meeting was called order about 
Thirty members responded roll call.

Dr. Marshall, State 
Pennsylvania, was the speaker the 
day and being introduced the 
dent, gave talk upon ‘‘Contagious 
Diseases The Doctor first 
took the Foot and Mouth disease. 
said there really was little new 
tell, not much that was new had been 
learned from the recent outbreak the 
disease. Dr. Leonard Pearson, when 
living, had told him what case 
outbreak, and would not know 


how handle the disease any better 


another outbreak were 
present there Foot and Mouth 
disease Pennsylvania, but still some 
and the Stock Yards Chi- 
cago have been quarantined. 

The commission men the yards are 
getting tired and want the quarantine 
lifted; the owners want the yards cleaned 
up, but the Doctor doubted the United 
States government would able hold 
the quarantine much longer. The cattle 
owners have had more trouble 
getting their money for the cattle 
killed than those Pennsylvania. When 
the Pennsylvania Legislature was asked 
bill went through once, and when 
$125,000.00 more was asked for, was 
believed was best kill herds affected 
with the disease. had advised Mr. 
Gill, one the members this Associa- 
tion, kill his herd and still felt that 
was the right thing Mr. Gill 
had rebelled would have made hard 
for the authorities, others would have 
said, ‘‘If Gill’s cattle can saved, why 
not This was the fault found 
with keeping the cattle the National 
Dairy Show. handling the disease, 
the authorities who have charge 
not have time tell the people what they 
ought know. had been thought 
some authorities that case another 
outbreak might well try save 
some the very best herds. thought 
that was very doubtful the disease 
was spread the inspectors, although 
the early part the outbreak was 
carried other herds few instances. 
was spread some extent the 
creameries sending the skimmed milk 
back the farms fed calves and 
pigs. The last outbreak Pennsylvania 
was Tioga county and the owner 
creamery near by, without any advice 
from the authorities, immediately began 
pasteurizing all the milk brought in. 
This was great aid controlling the 
disease. 

Doctor then took the 
subject Abortion. This, said, 


the worst thing with which have 
deal. did not believe carbolic acid, 
any use whatever. Thorough disinfec- 
tion will more good than anything 
else. disease appears when every 
precaution taken and disappears when 
nothing done. had been very much 
interested the work Dr. Williams 
Cornell. uses instruments that 
bring the genital organs out where they 
can seen. This better than examin- 
ing them with the hand the dark. 

Some months ago Dr. Marshall sent 
Dr. Ridge see Dr. Williams operate, 
and see and learn something that 
might useful here. yet with 
our uncertain knowledge, the Doctor 
thought had better let abortion 
and run itself out most 
some the better herds, might 
well experiment with the Williams’ 
treatment. 

speaking tuberculosis the Doctor 
said there had been decrease the 
percentage cattle reacting 
tuberculin test since 1896. that year 
the cattle reacting the herds tested 
was 21.9 per cent. while 1912 was 
per cent and 1914, per cent. 
could not say that the decrease was all 
due testing. one county 1300 cattle 
were tested with only per cent. re- 
acting. Since last June, Pennsylvania 
has not been paying indemnity for cattle 
killed for tuberculosis. The Live Stock 
Sanitary Board does not know whether 
they should ask the Legislature give 
them appropriation pay for con- 
demned cattle not. thought the 
state should pay for glandered horses 
and cattle killed for Foot and Mouth 
disease, their destruction 
sory, but the killing tubercular cattle 
not. 

Dr. Marshall asked the members 
thought the state should pay for con- 
demned cattle. 

Francis Wood answered that, 
great help surely, and that could 
see objection it: 

Hurley said, when animals are 
destroyed partly for the good the 
public and they should paid for. 

Phillips thought there was 
question but what more herds would 
tested condemned animals were paid 
for than there would not paid for. 

Phillips said, was step back- 
ward cease paying for cattle con- 
demned for tuberculosis, and thought the 
state should pay part the loss. The 
members this Association are different 
from the average herd owner. Almost 
every one here has tuberculin tested 
herd. 

Townsend said, the applications
